22, 2002, and for which a reissue patent is sought on the 
invention entitled: EXTERNAL STORAGE CONTROL DEVICE AND DATA 
TRANSFER METHOD BETWEEN EXTERNAL STORAGE CONTROL DEVICES , the 
specification of which was filed on July 9, 2003. 

I have reviewed and understand the contents of the above 
identified specification, including the claims, as amended by 
any amendment specifically referred to in the declaration. 

I acknowledge the duty to disclose information which is 
material to the examination of this application in accordance 
with Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations Section 1.56. 

I verily believe that U.S. Patent No. 6,470,432 B2 , is 
through error, without any deceptive intention, wholly or 
partly inoperative or invalid, by reason of the patentees 
claiming more or less than the patentees had a right to claim 
in the patent. More specifically: 
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ERROR 

The patentees had a right to claim all aspects of the 
invention. There is an error in that the patentees claimed 
less than they had a right to claim in the patent. 

To correct the error through the present reissue 
application, the applicants for reissue have submitted new 
claims 12-31, which are supported by the original disclosure 
and drawings of the patent. 

Claims 12-28 are directed to a storage system including a 
plurality of disk drives and a disk controller, wherein the 
disk controller is arranged to be connected to another disk 
controller, and to obtain information on a support function of 
the another disk controller. Support for claims 12-28 is 
found, for example, in column 4, lines 2-67. 

Claims 29-30 are directed to a storage system including a 
plurality of disk drives and a disk controller, wherein the 
disk controller is connected to another storage system and 
transfers a read command, received from a host processor, to 
the another storage system in the case where object data for 
the read command exists in the another storage system. Claims 
29-3 0 are supported, for example, by column 3, lines 28-35 and 
column 4, line 2 through column 5, line 41. 

Claim 31 is directed to a storage system including a 
plurality of disk drives and a disk controller, wherein the 
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disk controller is connected to another disk controller which 
supports another function against the first disk controller. 
Claim 31 is supported, for example, by column 4, lines 2-48.
